W ash in gton C ity , Oct. 2fl.-Tbe supreme 
court of the United States rendered a decision 
Monday in the case of the Wabash, St, Louis 
A Pacific Railway company against the peo- 
nle of Illinois, brought upon writ 
of error 
from the supreme court of the state of Illi­ 
nois. The question presented in this ease, as 
it came to the supreme court, e ast ho pai­ 
erai subject of the power of the state legisla­ 
tor» to regulate fares and toll.- 
for passengers 
and freghts over railroads within their limits. 
The specific charge was that the railroad 
company charged parties in Gilman, Ills., « 5 
cents per 100 pounds to transport goods from 
that place to New York city , and 
charged 
other parties in Peoria, Ills., eighty -six miles 
further from New York city than Gilman, 
15 cents per 100 pounds to carry their goods 
t o New York city . 
The case was trie l in 
several Illinois courts with vary ing 
results, 
until finally the supreme court of the state 
held that this discrimination was in 
violation 
of state laws, and rendered judgment against 
the railroad company . 
The decision of the United States supremo 
court is, in effect, that the state luw regulat­ 
ing freight charges cau not apply to inter­ 
state traffic, as such application would trench 
upon the constitutional powers of cougiess, 
and l» e a damaging restriction of the free­ 
dom of traffic. 
Justice Miller, who delivered 
the opinion of the court, says on this point; 
Uf the justice or propriety of the principl e 
which lies at the foundation of the Illinois 
statute it is not the province of this court to 
« peak 
A* restricted to a transportation 
which b egins and ends within the limits of 
the state it may l*> very just and equitab le, 
and it certainly is the province of the state 
legislature to determine the question, 
nut 
when it is attem pted to apply to transporta- 
through an entire series of states a principle 
of this kind, and each one of the states, or of 
half a do/.en states, shall attem pt to estab lish 
its own rates of transportation and its own 
methods to prevent discrim ination in rates, 
or to permit it, the deleterious influence 
upon tin; freedom of commerce among the 
states and upon the transportation of goods 
through those states, can not b eoverestimut* <1. 
That this siieoies of legislation is ono which 
must I**, if estab lished a t all, of a general 
and national character, and can not b e safely 
and wisely remitted to local rules and local 
regulations, we think is clear from what 
has already b een said; and if it b o a regula­ 
tion of commerce, as we think we have dem ­ 
onstrated 
it 
is, 
and 
its 
the 
Illinois 
court 
concedes 
it 
to 
b e, 
it 
must 
of that national character; and the regu­ 
lation can only appropriately lie b y general 
rules and principles, which demand that it 
shall b e done b y the congress of the United 
State« under the commerce clause of the con­ 
stitution. 
The judgm ent of the supreme 
court of Illinois is therefore revere d, and 
the caso remanded to the court for further 
proceedings iu conformity with this opin­ 
ion. 
Clef Justice W aite and Justices Gray and 
Bradley dissent from the opiniou of the 
court, holding that congress not having leg­ 
islated to prevent unjust discrim ination in 
railroad charges, the t*tate> of Illinois b a*> tho 
power to <lo so. 
Tho dissenting judges think 
the effect of the present decision of the cour' 
will lie to surrender and givo over the just 
powers of the state to the railroad corpora­ 
tions, which they have have created, and 
which depend for all their powhrs upon the 
grants received from the states.

Afterward Mr. George came in and made 
a b rief speech. 
He approved the course of 
the meeting in listening to what Ids oppo­

STEWART MORTUARY CHAPEL, 
in tho b eautiful m ortuary chapel in tho crypt 
of the Episcopal cathedral church, b uilt as e 
Stewart memorial 
Thift chapel is b uilt oi 
the finest marb le, and in the middle is a sar­ 
cophagus of granite, richly carved, at the- 
head of which is a life-sised marb le figure of 
the angel ot the resurrection. 
The windows 
are of the finest stained glass, and the decora­ 
tions are gems of artistic carving in marb le. 
The cathedral itself, though not as large 
as the ideal cathedral, is a magnificent speci­ 
men of gothic architecture and will seat com­ 
fortab ly ab out 800 people. Everything ab out 
it, however, is as perfect as human ingenuity 
ank skill can make it. The organ is claimed 
to b e the largest and most wonderful instru­ 
ment in America, comb ining under the con­ 
trol of the organist five distinct organs, one 
of which Is an echo organ in the tower. 
The 
chimes in the b elfry are also connected with 
the keyb oard of the organ. The cathedral, 
school b uildings in connection therewith, 
and the see house cost $3,(» 00,000 and an en­ 
dowment of $15,000 is part of this gift. 
Mrs. Stewart was a native of this city. 
Her maiden namo was Cornelia Clinch, and 
was the daughter of Joseph Clinch, a ship 
chandler. One of her b rothers was Charles P. 
Clinch, who was for many years th'j assist­ 
ant collector of customs at this port. 
Since 
her husl>and’s death Mrs. Stewart has led o 
very quiet life, although she occasionally en­ 
tertained her friends, and continued to pay 
visits to her most intimate friends. 
Her 
name seldom came b efore the pub lic, al­ 
though a few year* ago her gifts to a numb er 
of Heb rew charities attracted some attention. 
It was argued that the sums offered were in­ 
tended to offset some of the ill-felling en­ 
gendered in Heb rew circles b v the exclusion 
of a prominent memb er of their race from 
the Grand Union hotel in Saratoga at the 
instance of Judge Hilton, who hail tho whole 
management of the Stew art estate. 
Since 
that time the name of Mrs, Stewart has sel­ 
dom appeared in the press, except in relation 
to her munificent donations in Garden City 
and her persistent efforts to recover the dead 
b ody of her husb and, so mysteriously stolen 
from its grave in St. Mark’s church yard. 
Mrs. Stewart had just completed the S4th 
year. 
Mrs. Stewart’s wealth was estimated to b e 
considerab ly more than $20,000,000, 
It is not 
known what disposition she has decided shall 
he made of it, b ut an intimate friend of the 
deceased stated to a reporter Monday night 
that the palatial residence at Thirty-fourth 
street and Fifth avenue has b een left to the 
city for the purpose of a pub lic art gallery. 
This gift includes the famous art works now 
in the house. 
Some of tho b est known of 
the pictures are: Measionier’s “ Charge of 
Cuirassiers;” Rosa Bonheur’s “ Horse hair; 
Krauss’ “ Village Festival;” Alfred Stevens’

the 
Ball;”

b y Bouguereau, Fortuny, and other leading 
artists 
The collection is considered the rich­ 
est in modern painters of any in America. 
1 he Messionier alone cost $00,000. 
The total

-tatuary also includes several masterpieces. 
Mrs. Stewart’s property at Garden City 
has steadily enhanced in value, owing to the 
increased value of land in the vfciniry of 
nVu York. 
Thus, though not a success as a 
mc.tel city such as Mrs. Stewart dreamed of, 
it has proved a valuab le investment:

mates of Mr. Stewart’s wealth have always 
b een very largely 
guesswork,

“The senders, if their card is printed or 
written on the letters, are notified, otherwise 
the m atter is sent to the dead letter office at 
Washington to b e disposed of there.” 
“I have no doub t you witness many Inci­ 
dents humorous os well as pathetic, do you 
not!” ob served the reporter. 
STUDYING HUMAN NATURE. 
“Yes, the posfcoffice is a great place to study 
human nature. You come in contact with all 
sorts of characters. 
Only the other evening 
a young woman, crying piteously, approached 
the window, and in answer to an interroga­ 
tory as to the nature of her b usiness replied 
that she would like to have two letters that 
she had posted during the day stopped. 
It 
could not b e done, 1 told her, tieenuse tLu 
mail for tho place she mentioned had clout'd 
and was gone. 
It seems that she had recently 
married, without her parents’knowledge, and 
during the ab sence of her husb and from town 
on b usiness had written him a letter, and also 
one to her paternal parent. 8he placed them 
In envelopes, sealed and posted thorn. The 
« am© day,* some hours after, she thought she 
had placed her husb and’s letter in her father’s 
envelope, and vice versa; hence the tears. 
It 
is not an unusual thing for a man to throw in 
a check b ook or some valuab le papers with 
his letters, and not discover b is low for some 
tirna 
It is interesting to ob serve the per 
plexed and anxious look upon his face as he 
makes inquiries for his lost property, and the 
relieved and pleased expression that succeeds 
it ss he gains possession of the lost article. 
“Then,” resumed the speaker, after a short 
pause, “there are some persons who neatly 
and firmly place a stamp upon a letter and 
then throw it in, utterly devoid of direction. 
The great arm y of phonetic spellers come to 
the front and create havoc with such names 
Philadelphia, Jam aica Plain, etc., and 
make of the poetical Indian names something 
terrib le and hardly recognisab le. 
Fertile in 
genuity has a great field to operate upon 
when superscrib ing the address. Home direc­ 
tions are gotten up in the form of reb uses and 
enigmas. 
Milk street Is sometimes called 
street of the lacteal fluid, while Cross, Temple, 
Franklin and other streets are easily repre­ 
sented.” 
THE NEW ENVELOPE. 
“How does the new envelope, the flap-cov 
ered jiostal card, or whatever it is, seem to 
take with tho pub lic!” asked the reporter. 
“ It is too early yet to say whether they 
will b e successful or not. The m ajority of 
the users of this latest idea show a lamentab le 
Ignorance in folding it. They are folded in 
shapes never designed b y the inventor. 
It is 
hard to tell whether or not they will b e a sue- 
cess. 
If they contain money or anything 
valuab le they can b e easily opened at the 
sides b y a dishonest clerk and the contents 
extracted without apparently injuring the 
cover. The only advantage they have over 
a postal card is the contents are not known 
to everyb ody who handles them.” 
“ How is the special delivery b usiness at 
this office in numb er of letters delivered?” was 
propounded b y the reporter.

J une 15.—Ma rched to within two a nd one- 
ha lf miles of Petersburg, a nd a t 9 p. m. took 
possession of the outer w orks, on the north 
side of the city, from whLh the enemy wa s 
driven by colored troops \ Ts morning. 
Wo 
occu py r.n eleva ted position, overlooking the 
entire city. 
J une 16.—Some twenty pieces of a rtillery 
were sent to me this morning, to be pla ced in 
position. 
Soon a fter da ylight they opened 
out on the enemy’s works in our immedia te 
front. 
After a few minutes’ firing I wa s or­ 
dered to throw out a line of skirmishers, a nd 
move towa rd the city. Our skirmishers moved 
« lowly a nd ca utiously until we rea ched the 
enemy’s first line of works. 
Found but few 
of the enemy, a nd took them priso’iers. They 
were not of the regula r Confedera te a rmy, 
but seemed to be citizens who went out to re­ 
sist us with a ll ma nner of a rms—rifles, shot­ 
guns, pistols, etc. They were comma nded by 
officers of the a rmy, however. 
1 took a lieu­ 
tena nt prisoner a nd sent him to my tent in 
¿ ba rge of a soldier, with orders to give him 
a good brea kfa st. 
I moved the skirmishers forwa rd clea r up 
to the city, a nd found the streets completely 
leserted, a s it wa s only now a nd then a per­ 
son could t>e seen. 
I received orders to ha lt, 
a nd a bout 10 a . m. wa s ordered to withdra w 
my skirmishers. 
I never felt so much like 
disobeying a n order in my life, for I con­ 
fidently l>elievo I could ha ve gone into Peters­ 
burg without the loss of a ma n. But whether 
we could ha ve held it or not might ha ve been 
the question with some. 
With me a nd ma ny 
others, however, there wa s no question a s to 
the a bility of the Second corps to hold it. 
All da y long, a fter we ha d retired, we 
could see the i-ebel a rmy coming down on the 
opposite side of the river by the tra in loa d, 
a nd ina rching into the city, filling the fortifi­ 
ca tions of which I ha d possession in the morn­ 
ing. 
There Is no question, in my mind, but 
w ha t some one ma de a fea rful blunder in not 
ma king a n effort to ta ke a nd hold the city. 
When our a rtillery opened flro this morn­ 
ing 1 a sked one of the officers to throw a shell 
over the city to let them know the Ya nkees 
were coming. 
He did so, a nd we hea rd the 
shell explode on the other side of the city. In 
five minutes therea fter it seemed a s though 
every church l*otl in the city ha d commenced 
to ring, the inha bita nts expecting a bomba rd­ 
ment, I presume.

Whether these ponds a re the result of a cci­ 
dent or design, they a re a s ca refully tended 
a s a re the fields themselves. 
They, too, a re a 
source of income to their owners. 
They teem 
with ca rp, tench a nil other fish tha t will 
thrive in sluggish wa ter, which a re ta ken out 
in the fa ll a nd sold nt prices ra nging from 
twelve to twenty cents i**r pound The ponds 
a re then restocked with a young brood, which 
costs from fifty cents to $1.25 per hundred, 
a ccording to size. 
These fish a re left to shift 
for themselves until they a re a yea r old, when 
they a re genera lly la rge enough for the ma r 
ket. 
In winter the ponds field a crop of ice 
which is rea dily disjiosed of a t a fa ir price. 
Where their services a re not required to turn 
a mill, they a t lea st serve a s wa tering pla ces 
for the ca ttle, a nd where they a re situa ted 
nea r a villa ge or ha mlet they even feed the 
ha nd engine in ca se of fin*. 
Where these 
ponds a re ma de the la nd ta ken for the pur­ 
pose genera lly is unsuited for other purposes.
